CAIRO. — British Liberal Party 
leader David Steel yesterday 
said that Premier Menahem 
Begin had recently sent President j 
Anwar Sadat a message suggesting , 
an 'early agreement giving the Gaza 
Strip some type of autonomy. 

Official government spokesmen 
in Jerusalem were unavailable for 
comment last night. 

Steel reported that Sadat rejected 
the proposal, arguing that the two 
countries should conclude an agree- 
ment on a general autonomy 
framework for both the West Bank 
and the Gas* Strip, before a self- 
rule model could be applied in Gaza 
alone. 

Steel made tbe remarks after 
meeting Sadat for B0 minutes as 
part of his current Middle East 
fact-finding tour. 

The British leader confirmed that 
Sadat has virtually given up hope of 
progress ln the autonomy 
negotiations until perhaps as late as 
November next year. 

Steel reported that Sadat's main 
concern was not the possibility of a 
change of government in Israel by 
then. Rather, he wants the extra 
time to assist the U.S. ln changing 
Israeli public opinion and to "find a 

S ace-saver for Saudi Arabia and 
ardan" to join tbe peace process. 
According to Steel, Sadat was 
confident that one day he would be 
able to restore relations with Arab 
critics of the Egypt-Iarael peace 
treaty. 

Another aspect of Sadat's current 
thinking that emerged from Steel's 
remarks is a greater emphasis on 
the role of Western Europe, both in 
the peace process and ln the Middle 
East military equation.

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Unanimous decision 
on one-time surtax

A one-time surtax of up to 8 per 
cent will be Imposed on taxable in- 
come that exceeded 1878,000 last 
year, the economic cabinet un- 
animously decided on Friday. The 
maximum rate will apply to Income 
that exceeded 1890,000. 

. The new levy, which Is expected 
to bring in revenues of XS400-600xn. 
will not be Imposed on approved 
enterprises and will not affect com- 
panies eligible tor accelerated 
depreciation. 

The economic cabinet thus re- 
jected a proposal of the State 
Revenue Administration that the 
surtax be Imposed at rates of up to 
10 per cent on actual income tax 
paid. 

-This means that more tax-payers 
will be hit by the levy, as the use of 
taxable income will also Include 
those who are eligible for income 
tax exemptions or reductions. The 
tax authorities said that a six per 
cent surtax on taxable Income la 
equivalent to a surtax of 10 per cent 
on actual Income tax paid. 


Begin denies 
nuclear plant 
hit by Israel 

Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
on Friday emphatically denied 
reports In French newspapers 
claiming that Israeli warplanes had 
bombed the Iraqi nuclear Installa- 
tion. He made this denial in an In- 
terview granted to the United Press 
International ln Jerusalem. 

“I would like to say that there Is 
not one word of truth in the articles 
which contain these allusions," he 
said. "It was published that the 
Iranians did the bombing, but they 
deny it. I atm assume they did it," 
he declared. 

According to the UPI report of 
the interview, Begin appeared 
bitter about what he viewed as a 
European attempt to undermine 
the Camp David peace process. The 
European Initiative, he said, ‘Is 
very unfortunate. I won't hesitate 
to say It Is a humiliating Initiative 
for the Europeans. They Interfere 
with the peace process." 

“They don’t say a word of praise 
for the peace treaty. Why shouldn't 
they be ashamed of themselves?" 
he asked. 

Begin made It clear that he 
referred only to some European 
countries — which he did not name 
— when he added, “I have an ex- 
planation: their policy is to buy oil 
as cheaply as possible and sell 
arms as dearly as possible." 

The prime minister rejected 
suggestions that relations between 
Israel and the U.S. were at a low 
point. “We have very, very good 
relations with the U.S., better than 
some of our people or some ln the 
U.S. assume," he said. 

“Sometimes we have differences 
of opinion and then, as friends, we 
clarify them," he explained. 

About recent reports that Israel 
has offered military bases to the 
U.S,, Begin repeated. “Any such in- 
itiative should come from the U.S. . 

The prime minister confirmed 
that only four of the final 10 
settlements planned for establish- 
ment In the West Bank remained to 
be approved by his government. Six 
of them were approved two months 

ago, he said. 

In a dapper grey suit and with an 
appearance that belled his recent il- 
lness, Begin said that some of 
Israel's economic difficulties 
resulted from the heavy price the 
country pays for oil since the return 
of the Sinai oilfields to Egypt in 
November 1878.

MK Yigael Cohen-Orgad also at- 
tacked the surtax, while MK 
Avraham Melamed (NRP) said he 
would support the government on 
this if only he were sure that it 
would follow through on Its deci- 
sion.

PARIS. — Police arrested 18 
members of neo-fascist groups 
yesterday in connection with 
Friday night's bomb blast at a 
synagogue that killed three 
passers-by — including an 
Israeli woman — and injured 12 
other persons. 

The arrests came as thousands of 
French Jews and their supporters 
marched up the Champs-Elysees at 
noon, to protest against & wave of 
anti-Semitic violence that has 
swept France ln the last week. 
Another large march followed in 
the afternoon, and members of 
Zionist youth groups held a third 
march last night. 

In the last march, more than 20,- 
I 000 angry Jews halted all traffic 
between the Paris Opera and the 
Champs. Ely sees during a tense 
demonstration. The demonstrators, 
moBt of them youth, chanted: 
“Fascist bastards, we'll get your 
hides." 

The first demonstration began 
outside the synagogue near the Arc 
de Triomphe in the residential 16th 
arrtmdissement (district), where a 
special service was held yesterday 
morning while thousands stood out- 
side. 

French Socialist leader Francois 
Mitterrand waa among those atten- 
ding. 

Police, who put the death toll Fri- 
day night at four, corrected it 
yesterday and Identified the dead 
as Philllppe Bouiasou, 22, Jean

But Marc Frederlkaen, one of the 
group's leaders, immediately 
denied that the FNE was -involved. 

Jean-Plerre . Pierre-Bloch, a 
member of tbe French parliament 
and a leading figure In France's 
Jewish community of 600,000, said 
the bomb, which went off at 6.80 
p.m:, apparently had been timed to 
go oft when the services ended. 

“If the bomb had worked like the 
fliwawwiMH wanted it to, there could' 
have been as many as 100 deaths 
because people were just getting 
ready to leave tbe temple," Pierre- 
Bloch said. 

The explosion damaged buildings 
all along the fashionable Rue 
Copemic. and dozens of parked 
cars were burned out. An 
eyewitness said “It looked as if 
dozens of aircraft were bombing 
us." 

Jewish demonstrators said the 
neo-fascists felt free to act against 
the French Jewish community 
because of the French 
government's pro-Arab stance in 
the Middle East conflict.

George Singer, 
conductor, dies

TEL AVIV. — George Singer, chief 
conductor of the Israel National 
Opera, was buried at the Holon 
Cemetery on Friday. He died on 
Wednesday after a prolonged illness. - 

Born in Prague In 1907, Singer 
arrived in Palestine on the eve of 
the Second World War and Im- 
mediately took a prominent place 
in the musical Ufe of the Yishuv. He 
conducted the Palestine Philhar- 
monic frequently during the war 
years, and afterwards regularly 
conducted the Israel Philharmonic, 
as }vell as the Broadcasting 
Authority Orchestra, the Haifa 
Symphony and other orchestras. 
But his first love' was opera, and he 
was frequently engaged by famous 
European theatres ’to conduct 
operas. 

Singer was also a talented com- 
poser, influenced by the post- 
romantic trend prevalent In Central 
Europe. 

To. encourage local talent. Singer 
gave premiere performances to 
many Israeli composers, and in- 
cluded many Israeli works In hia 
programmes abroad.

Saudi prince exhorts IIN 
on jihad against Israel 


UNITED NATIONS (UPI) . — Saudi 
Arabia, with unprecedented 
vehemence, has again called for a 
“holy war" by Moslems and 
Christiana against Israel to free 
Jerusalem from its grip and en- 
dorsed an Arab demand to bar it 
from the UN General Assembly. 

Saudi Foreign Minister Prince 
Saud al-Faisal told the assembly on 
Friday that Israel had Ignored the 
UN Security Council’s last two 
resolutions declaring Israel’s deci- 
sion to make Jerusalem its capital 
null and void and asking all nations 
to withdraw their diplomatic mis- 
sions from that city.

Avnery: Arafat wanted to meet MKs

There was no immediate reaction 
from European governments. 

Sadat predicted that Iraq would 
lose the war but the two sides could 
end up destroying each other. Steel 
said. 

He quoted the president as setting 
three general objectives for 
Western Europe and the U.S. In the 
conflict — establish a presence, 
contain the situation and regain the 
confidence of worried Gulf states. 

Egypt has pledged to stay neutral 
in the war and Steel reported that 
the president criticized the 
leadership in both Iraq and Iran as 
“hot-headed and irresponsible.”

Gabai was also involved In vote 
buying two years ago. and took 
bribes during a term as Beersheba 


Religious Council chairman, police 
said. 

Asher Lazlmi was remanded for 
an additional 13 days on Friday on 
suspicions of having pocketed 
ministry funds which he allegedly 
obtained fraudulently. 

Police told a magistrates court 
judge that Lazlmi heads the “Torah 
Mezion” religious fund — allegedly 
a front created to receive ministry 
monies which ended up In Lazimi’a 
hands. 

Lazlmi. police said, received 
IS15C.000 allotment for his fund — 
. and spent IS80.000 of it. 

Lazizni’s lawyer. Ary eh Komar, 
said that his client used the money 
legitimately to finance the publica- 
tion of three books dealing with 
Moroccan Jewry. 

Informed sources said yesterday 
that police will shortly seek In- 
dictments against Gabai. Suissa. 
and Lazlmi.

Interior Minister Christian 
Bonnet yesterday Increased the 
number of riot police companies 
assigned to guard Jewish in- 
stitutions. 

All available manpower was 
deployed in an exceptionally inten- 
sive hunt for the killers, ordered by 
President Valery Glscard d'Eata- 
lng. 

Witnesses on Friday had reported 
seeing two men place a package on 
the roof of a car parked outside the 
synagogue and then fleeing on a 
motor scooter. 

The 13 rightists arrested yester- 
day were not immediately named. 

The police were given blanket 
search warrants allowing them to 
look for arms, explosives and other 
incriminating evidence in the 
private homes of all suspects.

Earlier a small group of people 
heckled Simone Veil, a former 
French health minister -and current 
president of the European 
Assembly, at the end of the’’ 
Champs-Elysees march. 

Veil, who took part In the march 
as a prominent member of 
France’s Jewish community, ap- 
parently was assailed for her con- 
nections with the government. 

Pope John Paul II sent a 
telegram to the Archbishop of Paris 
yesterday expressing his "in- 
dignation" over the bombing.

Wagner's presence was revealed 
In 1978 by Vienna-baaed N&zl- 
hunter Simon Wlesenthal, who sold 
he had recognized him in 
newspaper photographs taken at a 
party near -Rio de Janeiro 
celebrating Adolf Hitler’s birthday. 

His Identity was further con- 
firmed In a dramatic television con- 
frontation by Stanislav Szmajner, 
a naturalised Brazilian Jew, who 
had survived Soblbor.

BEIT DAG AN. — The season's first 
real rains fell over the weekend, 
measuring up to five millimetres in 
the North and a millimetre or less 
in the centre of the country. 

The meteorological service 
reports the following rainfall 
measurements: Tel Aviv, 3mm., 
Haifa and Galilee, 5mm., and 
Jerusalem, less than a millimetre. 

Today's forecast is for partly 
cloudy weather, with a alight rise in 
temperature. 

Weathermen are calling the 
weekend’s showers the first rain 
(yoreh) despite the fact that 
drizzles .have been reported earlier 
in the season. October usually 
averages three days of rain, totall- 


ing 20 to 25 mm., mostly in the 
North. 

In Haifa, heavy showers drench- 
ed the city on Friday morning. Cars 
skidded on the slick roads, and six 
minor accidents were reported. 

The rainwater seeped Into an un- 
derground telephone cable and cut 
off the local police for over 24 hours, 
until noon yesterday.

No accepted standard justifies 

accepting the PLO Into the World 
Bank or the International Monetary 
Fund, Bank of Israel Governor Ar- 
non Gafny asserted last week at the 
IMF meeting in Washington. He 
was departing from his prepared 
text in light of the efforts by Saudi 
Arabia and other countries to ex- 
tend such membership to the 
terrorist group. 

According to IMF practice, only 
nations that have requested 
membership or international 
organizations who share an Impor- 
tant and continuing common in- 
terest with the Fund are accepted 
as members or observers, he 
pointed out. 

Speaking from his text, Gafny 
told the conference that It Is (he oil- 
importing developing countries 
(with a current account deficit 
totalling almost $70b.) who will be 
hardest hit by combined Inflation, 
stagnation and payment deficits. 
Strong doubts now prevail as to 
their ability to cope with the new oil 
price shock. Particularly hard hit, 
he said, are the low-income 
developing countries who are pay- 
ing an enormous price in human 
terms. 

"Unless a reasonable rate of 
growth Is maintained in these 
developing countries, the reper- 
cussions — social, economic and 
political — could be disastrous.'* 

The economies of the seml- 
Industrialized, middle-income 
developing countries are also 
highly vulnerable to oil price in- 
creases, he said.

Shekel Day has come and gone 
with no major announcements, 
either from the Treasury or other 
sources, which could dampen in- 
vestors’ spirits. It seems that MK 
Tehezkel Flo min 'a pre-emptive at- 
tack headed off Treasury an- 
nouncements on possible major tax 
changes. 

Last week provided clear confir- 
mation of what has long been 
suspected regarding the massive- 
sums of money which are available 
for Investments^ Some 18970m.' 
flowed In as a response to the Israel 
Maritime Bank Ltd. offering of 
IS20m. in shares. Perhaps the 
prospect of a tie, no matter how 
slim, with international financier 
ShauJ Eisenberg proved irresistible 
to investors. Probably part of the 
XS950m. excess will seek an outlet in 
the Bhare market which opens to- 
day after a five-day recess. 

Bank Leumi, the last of the three 
big banks to publish Its semi-annual 
report, showed that real profits can 
be achieved despite Inflation. 

In the abbreviated trading week 
of two sessions, the index-linked 
bond market behaved erratically. 
On Sunday the prices of bonds fell 
so rapidly that those who had plac- 


ed sell orders for the series 3602 
fully -linked bonds, which was first 
traded last Sunday, discovered that 
they had received less than what 
they cost when purchased from the 
Bank of Israel, about a month ago. 

The following day, index-linked 
bands made a dramatic turnabout 
as prices rose, in many instances, 
by the maximum allowable 3 per 
cent. 

Investment advisers at some of 
Tel Aviv's commercial hanks are 
calling index-linked bonds “super 
cheap". In addition, original es- 
timates of a 5 per cent rise In the 
September cost-of-living index are 
being adjusted to higher levels. 
Some sources suggest that it may 
be as high as 7 per cent.

rise in the near future. 

The shortened trading week 
allowed little opportunity for 
changes in the devaluation rate of 
the shekel. It is more than likely 
that the rate of devaluation will 
resume at an accelerated pace, 
keeping step with the rate of Infla- 
tion. 



Preacher angers Aksa worshippers

“Even if Reagan is successful in ■ 
. his candidacy, there is some risk of 
a post-election letdown," Leon G. 
Cooperman. chairman of the in- 
vestment policy committee at Gold-’ 
man, Sachs and Co., declared In a 
recent report to the firm'B clients. 
Cooperman noted that such a let- 
down occurred in the British stock . 
market a year and a half ago when 
Conservative Margaret Thatcher 
was elected prime minister. 

From February 1979, when an- 
ticipation of a Thatcher victory 
began mounting, through May of 
that year when she took office, the 
London Financial Times Stock 
Index rose 25 per cent. But it peak- 
ed on the day of her Inauguration, 
May 4, and subsequently fell 27 per 
cent. 

As the November 4 elections in 
the U.S. approach, the markets of 
Wall Street have weathered such 
events as the war between Iran and 
Iraq and a recent spell of interest- 
rate increases to hold close to their 
September highs. 

In the past week the Dow Jones 
average of 30 industrials bounced 
back from an 18-point decline on 
Monday to finish with a net gain of 
10.58 at 950.68. The New York Stock 
Exchange Composite Index climb- 
ed 1.76 to 74.75, and the American 
Stock Exchange Market Value 
Index rose 5.93 to 340.39. Big board ' 
volume averaged 45.82 million 
shares a day, against 54.67 million 
the week before. 

One explanation for the “post- 
election letdown” phenomenon 11 
that the heady promises which tend 
to dominate during campaigns are 
often followed by less pleasant but 
often necessary actions.

likely to shake party 


WARSAW (API. — Communist 
Party chief Stanislaw Kania opened 
n party central committee meeting 
yesterday, one day A/ter hundreds 
of thousands of workers staged a 
well-planned one-hour warning 
strike underlining the strength of 
Poland's independent union move- 
ment. 

The meeting of party local 
leaders from across Poland was ex- 
pected to produce some shake-ups 
in the party hierarchy. It was the 
first session since Kania was nam- 
ed - party boss on September 6, 
replacing Edward Gierek after he 
suffered a heart attack. 

The meeting opened as a major 
party commentator Issued a sharp 
critique on past government policy, 
including "the false position of 
superiority toward the masses'' 
and the failure to introduce needed 
democratic reforms. 

Prof. Jerzy Wlatr, Dean of Social 
Sciences at Warsaw University and 
an expert on Marxism, said that 
both misguided party officials and 
outdated Institutions were responsi- 
ble for the current unrest. 

In a front-page article in the par- 
ty. daily Trybuna Ludu, Wlatr 


wrote: "The error of policies pur- 
sued until recently was the failure 
to draw practical conclusions from 
the fact that 35 years of people's 
Poland's development created new 
social realities, which not only 
make democratic political reforms 
possible, but necessary." 

He said worker unrest In 1908, 
1970 and 1970 w efe signals "that It 
was no longer possible to govern as 
before and that the entire life of the 
state should be imbued with 
democracy.'* 

However, the independent union 
movement's strike on Friday drew 
criticism from several Polish 


newspapers. 

**I regard this strike as un 
necessary and wrong." wrote one 
commentator. He said that unlike 
the summer strikes, this was a 
planned demonstration of force 
prohibited by the settle meat 
despite the government's good will 
in fulfilling the agreements so far. 

Officials of the “Solidarity ” union 
movement, which organized the 
one-hour walkout, said from their 
Gdansk headquarters that- the 
government now knows it is conten- 
ding with a potent force. 


Estonian youths demand 
end to Soviet domination 


STOCKHOLM fUPI). — A group of 
about 2,000 Estonian students stag- 
ed* two days of demonstrations in 
the capita! city Tallinn last week 
demanding the Soviet Union grant 
the Baltic state freedom, im- 
migrant sources in Sweden said 
yesterday. 

The protests were staged in four 
separate parts of Tallinn on 
Wednesday and Friday, said Adats 
Klppar, chairman of the Relief Cen- 
tre for Estonian Prisoners of 
Conscience in the USSR. 

The group is made up largely of 
Estonians living in exile In Sweden. 

Klppar said about 150 of the 
students, ranging in age between 15 
and 18 , were arrested by KGB 
agents and militia officers who 
closed In on the demonstrations. 


Moat were released from custody 
after being Identified, but about 10 
remained in prison, Klppar said. 

Some of the students were beaten 
by the mllltla during their arrest, 
he added. 

Kip par said the protests were the 
first in Estonia since February 24, 
when four students were arrested in 
the university town of Tartu after 
they hoisted the Estonian flag. 
February 24 -Is the Estonian 
national day. 

He said the four were sentenced 
to up to two years In labour camps. 

Estonia was annexed by the 
Soviet Union along with other 
Baltic states at the end of World 
War II. At least 500,000 of the 
nation's 1.4 million inhabitants are 
believed to be Russians. 


Six slain in Basque region 


SALVATEERRA DE ALAVA, Spain 
(UP1). — Gunmen firing from a car 
killed three Civil Guards on traffic 
duty In the northern Basque coun- 
try yesterday to raise Spain's death 
toll from political violence this year 
to 100. 

The killers struck less than 30 
hours after guerrillas shot three 
policemen to death in the Basque 
town of Durango. 

Authorities said bath attacks 
appeared to have been the work of 
ETTA (Basque Land and Liberty) 
separatists who consider police and 
para-military Civil Guards as oc- 


cupying forces. 

The latest victims were motor-, 
cyclists clearing the national 
highway between the provincial 
capitals of Vitoria and Alava for a 
bicycle race staged as part of the 
Salvatierra de Alava town fiesta. 

Authorities said the gunmen 
opened fire with automatic 
weapons just outside the town. 
Race officials threw 'themselves to 
the ground. 

State security sources In Madrid 
speculated that the killers were the 
same guerrillas who struck at 
Durango oh Friday. 


Grenade attack kills 4 near Philippine market 


MANILA (UPI). - Suspected 
Moslem rebels hurled four 
grenades near a public market In 
the' southern Philippines, killing 
four' persons including a pregnant 
wdman, authorities said yesterday. 


The terrorists tossed the 
grenades one after the other from a 
jeep on Friday in front of a bus ter- 
minal in Tagum City, about 960 km. 
south of Manila.

Kissinger: Gulf war may 


lead to strong U.S. action 


CHICAGO. — Former Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger said that the 
Iran-Iraq war might result In 
strong U.S. intervention In the Mid- 
dle East 

"The real danger is the evolution 
of circumstances that In time might 
require drastic action to protect our 
vital Interests," Kissinger said at a 
news conference here on Friday, 
when asked about current 
hostilities In the Persian Gulf. 

"The regrettable aspect of the 
situation is that only one of the par- 
ties can lose," Kissinger said. 

Whoever wins, it will be a regime 
extremely hostile to the United 
States.” 

Although Kissinger supported 
President Jimmy Carter's pledge 
to take whatever steps necessary to 
keep oil flowing through the Gulf, 
he said he doubted the U.S. had the 
necessary military capability. 

Kissinger maintained that the 
Carter administration's failure to 


“That was something many of us 
missed,” Kissinger said. Kissinger 
complained of vacillating U.S. 
policies or Its failure to act on many 
events in recent years. The Cuban 
troops in Ethiopia, a Communist 
coup in South Yemen, the Sovlet- 
invasion of Afghanistan, and the 
collapse of the pro-American 
government in Iran. All contributed 
to the decline of U.8. influence on 
foreign events, he said. (Reuter, 
UPI) 


2 Iranians held in California bomb plot 


SAN JOSE, California (UPI). — A 
plot to bomb a Moslem students* 
meeting has been thwarted by a 
raid in which two explosive devices 
were seized and two Iranians, 
formerly members of the shah's 
secret police, were taken into 
custody, FBI agents said on Friday. 

The agents said they raided the 
bomb factory on Thursday. 'The 
bomb was to have been detonated 


on* Friday night at San Jose State 
University. 

The two Iranians were also 
suspects in the bombing of an Ira- 
nian student meeting in Berkeley 
on August 20, the FBI reported. 

Agents said the two men had been 
under surveillance for some time 
and the raid was conducted "ahead 
of schedule” to avert a possible dis- 
aster.

UN body finds world 


food production down 




ROME (Reuter). - The UN Food 
and Agriculture Organisation 
(FAO) on Friday cut its estimate 
for world wheat and coarse grain 
production this year,- mainly 
because of lower crop estimates in 
the U.S. and the Soviet Union. 

The new estimate of 1,194 million 
tonnes is 2 per cent above the 1979 
crap, but somewhat below the long- 
term trend, "owing mainly to the 
poor coarse grain crop in the United 
States and some African coun- 
tries," according to FAO’s food oub 
look. 

In sub-Saharan . Africa, FAO 
predicted that cereal production in 
26 countries hit by "natural and 
man-made disasters" would reach 
18 million tonnes, no improvement 
over last year and 2.7 million tonnes 
below the 1978 crop. 

FAO said that wheat harvests 
would still be a record, 7 per cent 
above the poor 1979 crop, hut es- 
timates had been lowered for the 
Soviet Union, Eastern Europe xnri 
Australia. 

Wheat predictions had improved 
for North America and Western 
Europe, FAO added. 


SAN SALVADOR. — Leftist 
guerrillas tried to ambush two 
truckloads of army troops in the 
Salvadoran capital on Friday, 
touching off a three-hour gunbaftle 
in which 15 people were killed, a 
military spokesman said.

Although it has been officially 
denied that the new battalions will 
be chosen from among Inhabitants 
of these regions, it Is understood 
that they will In effect be deployed 
on the basis of tbeir knowledge of 
particular areas. 

The troops to be stationed along 
the Zimbabwean border are part of 
efforts to reassure white farmers 
who have complained that the 
depopulation of the area leaves 
them vulnerable to attack. A major 
guerrilla incursion into this part of 
South Africa is, however, con- 
sidered unlikely, not only because 
Robert Mugabe's Zimbabwean 
Government has said it will not 
allow bases on Its soil but also 
because the flat, scrubby terrain 
does not favour Infiltration. 

The frontiers with Mozambique ’ 
and Swaziland are much more 
suited for clandestine crossings.

The central significance of the 
trial lies In the government's con- 
fidence in holding it. While It is true 
that the Gang's detention aroused 
no popular indignation, and was 
greeted by sometimes spontaneous 
demonstrations of mass pleasure, 
their power and influence exceeded 
that of a mere foursome. 

From primary education. to 
theoretical physics, from ping-pong 
to opera, few aspects of Chinese life 
escaped the Gang's scrutiny during 
tbe Cultural Revolution, now known - 
as "the 10 terrible years." 

,THE GANG, Indeed, commanded, 
the loyalty of millions. They includ-^ 
ed those pearfdnta and industrial ~ 
workers whose children, tor the 
first time in China, were en- 
couraged to enter the higher 
reaches of education, badly mauled 
though It was. 

The same peasants and workers, 
after 1949 increasingly under party 
disciplines, were urged to belteve 
that tbe weakening of the central 


apparatus allowed them access to 
political power. 

Peking's elderly leaders were 
"dragged out" by the Gang's 
followers, and younger, politic ally - 
sound "Reds" with a Leveller's con- 
tempt for “experts'' replaced them. 
The young, handsome Wang 
Hongwen was their model. 

More enthusiasm for the Gang 
flowed from- those who wanted their 
country to be self-reliant. They 
feared that, if the “pragmatists" 
represented by Deng Xiaoping got 
their way, China would sink again 
Into abject dependence on the 
industrially- advanced rapacious 
West. 

The Gang's paramount position, 
of course, waa guaranteed by its in- 
timate relationship with Mao 
Tsetung. He had dragged the' 
Shanghai cabal from Its relative 
‘obscurity to spearhead his struggle 
with the Peking hierarchy, a 
‘struggle based on personal animosi- 
ty, and on Mao's conviction that the 
Revolution was losing Its punch. 

Until recently, it was said by way 
of excuse that Chairman Mao, 
doddering and Infirm, had let the 
political levers be wormed from his 
grasp. Now the leadership openly . 
holds him responsible for “grievous 
errors duringtbe 10 terrible years." 


STATE POWER In the Gang period 
fell into the hands of the politically 
adroit. One of the preoccupations of 
the current regime' is to ensure that 
a degree of measurable authority is 
restored in Peking. 

"Yes," says Deng Xiaoping, 
"Chairman Mao let her (Jiang 
Qing) usurp power, form her fac- 
tion, use his name... Even later, 
when he was separated from her." 

It. is, then, the reputation of Mao, 
his contribution and his guilt, which 
in the end will upstage even his ac 
tress wife at the trial. He is tbe in 
visible but star defendant. 

As tbe Great Helmsman's por- 
traits are hauled down all over 
China, and students dynamite the 
knees off his statues, the temptation 
will be strong to "de-Stalinlze." But 
even In his last years Mao was no 
Stalin, and the verdict at the trial 
will probably be that old Chinese 
favourite — "70 per cent good, 30 
per cent bad." 

Deng Xiaoping, supposedly Mao's 
most celebrated living victim, has 
been at pains to Insist that the chair- 
man in- fact saved him from the 
Gang's lethal intentions during the 
Cultural Revolution. The retired 
vice-premier, still China's mast po- 
tent statesman, said this summer: 

1 'I promise you the trial of the Gang 
of Four will not besmirch Chairman 
Mao's memory at all... The crimes 
(of the Gang) are so many that we 
don't need to Implicate Chairman 
Mao to prove them."

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GERMANY’S 

SICKNESS 


By JOHN DORNBERG/Munich 


“HOW LONG le this going to go on? 
Is our country supposed to be the 
world’s garbage pail?" 

"Tbe Asiatic hordes are sweeping 
over our land like locusts. By letting 
them In, you are committing a 
crime against the people and the 
nation." 

"Their women should all have 
their wombs removed and the men 
should all be castrated, because 
they ore sub-humans who multiply 
like rats and bedbugs." , 

"If it continues, we will have 
nothing but the rabble and scum of 
the earth in our land. Stop this invar 
sion, or resign." 

"All foreigners out! Today! Keep 
Germany clean for Germans." 

THESE ARE excerpts from recent 
letters to West Germany’s Interior 
Minister Gerhart Baum — and they 
are by no means the most 
vituperative, abusive or profane in 
language. Many are simply not fit 
for print. 

All reflect what has become dur- 
ing the past year or so one of the 
touchiest and most explosive issues 
In this country — xenophobia, a 
hatred of foreigners that la assum- 
ing increasingly violent forms and, 
during the past few weeks, has es- 
calated Into a major theme of the 
current election campaign. 

Bombings, arson and beatings are 
no longer isolated Incidents in West 
Germany these days, and the graf- 
fiti Inscription Auslaender Bftus 
(Foreigners Out) has become a 
commonplace in the large cities. 

Tbe hatred is directed at the coun- 
try's four million gastarbeiter 
— guest workers — and their 
dependents: Turks, Greeks, 
Yugoslavs. Italians, Portuguese. 
Spaniards, Pakistanis, Indians, 
Koreans, Vietnamese, Ethiopians, 
Britons, Americans. 

They were never popular In a land 
where Adolf Hitler's theories of 
German racial supremacy .were 
never fully eradicated, though his 
Nazi movement and the Third Reich 
have been in the dustbin of history 
more than 30 years. 

In those days It was directed 
largely, though not exclusively, 
against Jews and led, ultimately, to 
tbe Holocaust. Because of the 
Holocaust, there is little If any anti- 
Semitism in West Germany today. 
There are simply so few Jews — 35,- 
000 at the most. 

But there are “new Jews" — the 
foreigners. And there la a “new 
anti-Semitism" — xenophobia. 

THE XENOPHOBIA has become 
strident and violent during tbe past 
12 months because of the dramatic 
upsurge in the number of foreigners 
coming to West Germany and 
claiming to be political persecutees, 
though the majority of the 160,000 
expected this year are not political 
but economic refugees hoping for 
jobs and welfare support because of 
West Germany’s liberal asylum 
policy. 

In West German eyes, this is an 
Invasion. 

The Influx of "asylum seekers' 1 is 
not the only cause for the outbursts 
of racism In Germany now. Another 
is that the resident foreigners are 
multiplying faster than the Ger- 
mans. Last year, the foreign pop- 
ulation — approximately 7 per cent 
of the country's total — grew by 
248,000, due largely to a higher birth 
rate; whereas tbe number of Ger- 
mans, as a result of their disinclina- 
tion to have children these days, 
declined by 180 ,- 000 . 

Be that as it is, tbe xenophobia 
reveals the "ugly German at his 
ugliest,” as the weekly 
newsmagazine Der Spiegel noted 
recently, and It has alarmed tbe 
government sufficiently to move 
Chancellor Helmut Schmidt to 
pledge on TV to do "all In my power 
to reverse this trend." 

HOW? That is the question responsi- 
ble West Germans are asking 
themselves. . 

To be sure, the pculaiteiler have 
never been popular or welcome. 


When West German industry began 
recruiting and Importing foreigners 
20 years ago, however, they were in- 
dispensable to what became known 
as the wirtschaftsicunder — the 
German economic miracle. 

The labour market t was tight, and 
job openings outnumbered job 
seekers, on average, by a ratio' of 
six to one. Moreover, the foreigners- ' 
— unskilled and minimally 
educated — were willing to do the ^ 
menial, dirty jobs that the Germans^ 
themselves could no longer be in- ” 
duced to. perform. - 

Garbage collecting, street clean-. 
ing, serving in restaurants, coal 
mining and many mind-dulling 
assembly-line operations would' 
simply have ground to a halt had it . 
.not been for the "guest workers." ' 

Indeed, they Still would, despite a. 
current West German unemploy s v 
ment figure of 800,000. Few West-. 
Germans can be persuaded to mfoe _ 
coal these days, no matter how im- 
portant it has again become as an 
energy source. So Turks add' 
Koreans make up a sizeable share 
' of the labour force in tbe Ruhr Basin 
collieries. At the Daimler-Benz 
company in Stuttgart, makers of 
Germany's most prestigious and 
sought-after automobile — the 
Mercedes — 30 per cent of the 
assembly-line workers are 
foreigners. 

BUT THE "guests" were never- 
treated as such by tbe "hosts'.^ • 
Ostracized and exploited, despite 
legislation that entitled them to the 
same social rights and privileges as 
Germans, they congregated — and 
were forced — Into urban ghettos 
with every social consequence that 
the term implies. 

Yet, temporary as the foreign 
workers were originally thought to 
be, they became permanent. Tbe 
men who were resulted in the early 
1960s ultimately called for the wives 
and children they had left back 
home. The single women married 
the single young men. Communities 
—foreign — sprouted within West 
Germany's big cities to the point 
where districts of West Berlin, 
Cologne, Stuttgart, Frankfurt, 
Hamburg and Munich are now 
almost exclusively Turkish, Greek 
or Yugoslav. 

And with their families they 
brought their customs, religions 
and life styles — all alien and 
"unclean” to the German mind and 
eye. 

Yet, despite the ostracism, to the 
foreigners from the poor lands of 
Europe, life in Germany was still 
better than In the countries they had 
left. 

WHEN THE economic miracle 
halted abruptly as a result of the 
1973 world energy crisis and the 1975 
recession, the Bonn government im- 
posed a ban on further hiring of gas- 
tarbeiter but kept those already 
present. They were atm needed. 

But the majority of West Ger- 
mans do not think so. Though 
■government statistics prove that 
not a single unemployed German la 
out Of a job because of foreigner 
competition, 59 per cent of adults 
who responded to a recent poll 
believe there would be "no un- 
employment at all were it not for all 
the Turks." 

They also believe that Germany's 
crime rate would be lower “without 
foreigners," though all evidence in- 
dicates that the poatarbeiler and 
their families commit fewer 
crimes, proportionately, than Ger- 
mans. 

The aversions to the “guests*' 
who helped make West Germany 
the world's second-most prosperous 
nation is not new. However, the 
overtly hateful and violent forms oi 
that aversion are. 

"How long will it be before we 
have a new kriataalnachlf ,t Der 
Spiegel asked, alluding to the 1938 ; : 
pogrom that heralded the 
Holocaust. In a sense, It has already-^ ,j 
started — on the installment plan, 
at least.

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Ill-timed visit 


AUSTRIAN CHANCELLOR Bruno Kreisky has a penchant for 
international initiatives which are remote from the sphere of In- 
terests of his small, formally neutral country in the heart of 
Europe. Only last May he headed a special delegation of the 
Socialist International to Teheran in an abortive attempt to free 
the American hostages there. 

But among his international hobbies Kreisky's continuous 
attempts to meddle In the Israel-Arab conflict and his constant 
support of the PLO, and specifically Yasser Arafat, have pride 
of place. The red carpet welcome he accorded Arafat last year 
in Vienna, together with Socialist International President Willy 
Brandt, giving formal recognition to the PLO as the “sole 
legitimate Palestinian representative,” enhanced the PLO’s in- 
ternational standing far beyond its own expectations. The July 
1979 Vienna meeting was termed by Arafat as 
"breakthrough' ' in the PLO’s contacts with other European 
countries. 

It was therefore with some surprise that one learned last 
Thursday of the Austrian chancellor's arrival in Amman for a 
four-day official visit to Jordan as the guest of King Hussein. 
Coming in the middle of the all-out war between Iraq and Iran. 
Kreisky had to cancel the second leg of his Middle East visit to 
Baghdad at the request of the Iraqi government. 

With King Hussein pledging full support for Iraqi President 
Saddam Hussein’s belligerent initiative, including Jordan's 
possible military intervention on Iraq's side, this seems hardly 
the appropriate time for an official visit to Amman by the leader 
of a supposedly neutral European government. 

Yet, there was some speculation, however unfounded judging 
by previous experience, that Kreisky may have decided to go 
ahead with his visit to Amman, despite the ongoing war next 
door, in order to explore a possible Jordanian involvement in a 
peaceful settlement of the Palestinian problem in conjunction 
with Israel and Egypt. 

King Hussein's repeated public opposition to the Camp David 
peace process notwithstanding, the Jordanian monarch only 
recently told important American and British visitors that he 
would not be averse to joining the peace process In some form 
when the time is appropriate. Moreover, Amman has recently 
undertaken a number of steps on the ground, including the 
revival of a special ministry dealing with the affairs of the 
territories held by Israel, in order to reassert its position in the 
West Bank. 

The need to solve the Palestinian problem within a Jordan! an- 
Palestlnian framework and the danger which a PLO-ruled 
Palestinian state in the West Bank and the Gaza Strip — a solu- 
tion favoured by Kreisky — would pose both to Israel and Jor- 
dan, Is pointed out once more in an article on this page by 
Labour Party chairman Shimon Peres which appears today in 
Cairo's influential October magazine whose editor is a close 
confidant of President Sadat. 

Yet, judging by the text of an official statement issued by the 
Jordanian royal palace following Friday night's working dinner 
of King Hussein and Kreisky, there is absolutely no mention of 
any need to reach a peaceful solution for the Israel-Arab con- 
flict, nor is anything being said about the ongoing war between 
Iraq and Iran which endangers most vital oil supplies of the 
Western world. 

While the Persian Gulf is literally going up in flames. King 
Hussein's and Kreisky's major concern appears to be "Israel’s 
practice of colonizing lands it captured from Jordan and Egypt 
during the 1967 Middle East war." The omission of Syria in this 
context is only too conspicuous, since Damascus has apparently 
not picked the right side of the war according to Amman’s 
current taste. 

Even those who are most critical of Prime Minister Begin 's 
settlement policy in the West Bank, cannot tolerate this kind of 
totally distorted approach to the real issues facing the Middle 
East, which is condoned by a man like Kreisky who claims the 
status of a world statesman for himself. It seems that Begin 
does have a point when he accuses some European governments 
of interference with the Camp David peace-making process 
because of "their policy to buy oil as cheaply as possible and to 
sell arms as dearly as possible." 

Austrian chancellor Kreisky who last year arranged a 
special oil deal with Saudi Arabia for his country, and who cer- 
tainly would have aimed at a similar deal with Iraq had .the war 
there not interfered with bis plan, is certainly a case in point. He 
would have done better for his prestige had he stayed home this 
time.

CATCHING a bit of an Arabic 
movie on Jordan TV after midnight 
recently, we were amazed by the 
selection of musical background for 
a sad scene in which one man was 
shot to death. Played in a mournful 
tone was — of all things — the 
theme song of Exodus as the dead 
man's family cried over him.

The choice before all of us, Arab 
and Jewish residents of the Middle 
East, Is sharp and clear: Will we let 
the Palestinian problem blast the 
entire region Into another war? Or 
will we strive towards a new 
regional alignment through which a 
solution can be found for the 
Palestinian problem as well as 
others? 

The first option calls for another 
war: the second opens the gate to 
peace. I believe that President 
Sadat accurately perceived this 
choice. And, as the president of the 
largest nation In the area, he took 
the historic Initiative towards a 
peaceful solution. 

Egypt has alway been regarded 
as the- "big brother” in the family of 
Middle Eastern nations. Its 
achievements and its shortcomings 
have always been extremely 
significant for other states in the 
area. I believe the past — and the 
future as well — justify this assess- 
ment. There were four wars 
between us. Each bad a clear 
military .outcome, but none solved 
the problem that brought the ar- 
mies out. 

The wars of 1948. 1958, 1967 and 
1973 only increased the number of 
human casualties, the property 
damage and the number of 
refugees, and deepened the feelings 
of hostility and bitterness. But no 
permanent solution followed- On 
the contrary: the wars opened the 
region to Soviet infiltration, arous- 
ed fanatical elements, retarded 
social development and halted 
economic growth. It would he naive 
to address ourselves only to the 
causes of the wars and to ignore 
their results. Any future belligeren- 
cy would only benefit foreign 
powers — weapons-suppliers or 
status-seekers. And the human and 
economic development of the 
region’s inhabitants would suffer. 

The Palestinization of the conflict 
was thus a basic error. On the other 
hand, a comprehensive regional 
view brings with it a chance for a 
peaceful solution to the Palestinian 
problem. The regional approach 
takes into account that lack of 
progress in the Middle East derives 
.in part from geographical and 
historical factors. These inter- 
national “givens" are the deserts, 
mountains, seas and climate. All 
these have kept the peoples apart 
and inhibited development. Isola- 
tion. competition, hostility, and the 
domination of narrow Interests In- 
tensified -the effects of a harsh en- 
vironment. 

As far as I have understood from 
my conversations with President 
Sadat, he, like us, is interested In an 
honest and historic pooling of forces 
to overcome those obstacles — tur- 
ning deserts Into fields, Unking 
mountains In ways that will allow 
for initiatives in Industry, research 
and tourism; cleaning the 
seacoasts and opening the seas

themselves to free passage; con- 
quering the climate; cooperating to 
keep out foreign forces and 
transform blind fanaticism into 
cultured, Intelligent, tolerant ex- 
change. 

IF NATURE in the Middle East is 
harsh, the people of the region are 
blessed with imagination and abili- 
ty which, from time to time in their 
long history, took them to the zenith 
of scientific and spiritual achieve- 
ment. The goal of regional align- 
ment must be to bring back the rule 
of wisdom despite the many dif- 
ficulties arising from habit and 
terrain. 

I believe In such a possibility. I 
also believe we can find a just solu- 
tion to the painful problem of the 
Palestinian people. Within such a 
context of renewed trust and far- 
reaching cooperation, the problem 
can be viewed without the added 
burden of suspicion and hostility. 

I know this "burden" cannot be 
eliminated in a single day. The split 
In the Middle East between 
the "reject! onlat front" and those 
who favour dialogue necessitates a 
great deal of patience in striving for 
a solution In stages. How. therefore, 
do we Israelis describe to ourselves 
the solution of the Palestinian 
problem? 

To solve the problem, we believe, 
we have to ask where the 
Palestinians are. This is only a 
matter of statistics, hut It's 
sometimes surprising to see to what 
extent people tend to Ignore them. 
Nearly half of the Palestinian peo- 
ple live in Jordan, and they com- 
prise a majority of the Jordanian 
population. (We must remember 
that Jordan Itself was in the not-so- 
dlstant past a part of Palestine.) 
About 700,000 other Palestinians 
live In Judea and Samaria. About 

100.000 live In Jerusalem, about 

490.000 in the Gaza Strip, about 600.- 
000 are Israeli citizens, and about 
200-300,000 are refugees in Lebanon. 

WE MUST SEE the problem and 
the solution in a unified, complete 
context. All of the interim solutions 
must derive from a view of the com- 
prehensive solution at the end of the 
road. We must decide, then, first of 
all, what the comprehensive solu- 
tion la. Will It be a single solution, or 
two or three? 

A single solution means one 
political framework, one army, one 
flag. Two solutions means two 


states, two armies, two flags. We 
contend that more than one solution 
is not in fact any solution, merely a 
change of venue, date and -reason, 
for further conflict. 

If. for example, a Palestinian 
state based on the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organization is established, 
alongside Jordan. Yasser Arafat's 
unceasing attempts to take over 
Jordan as well (as called for In the 
Palestinian Covenant) will give rise 
to constant terror and tension. Bing 
Hussein would respond according- 
ly. And Israel would find. Itself In- 
volved, willingly or unwillingly. In 
this perpetual tension. 

A Palestinian state with an army 
equipped for offence would pose a 
threat to its neighbours on both the 
east and west. But it isn't even 
clear it such a state would be stable 
enough to withstand the' competi- 
tion which already exists among 
the various PLO factions. 
Katyushas would fly In. all direc- 
tions and the response to them 
would be continuous escalation -of 
the confrontation in the entire area. 

Anyone prepared to see the 
region in its full context and reach a 
logical solution to the Palestinian 
situation must seek a complete, 
single solution, despite the dif- 
ficulties. There Is no divided solu- 
tion to a problem which Isn’t divid- 
ed. For these reasons, Israel 
favours the establishment of a 
Jordanian-Palestinlan framework 
which would include ail of the more 
than three million Palestinians liv- 
ing today In Jordan, Judea, 
Samaria and Gaza. 

IF WE AGREE to this view, we can 
begin fashioning bricks for the 
political structure under the ex- 
isting conditions and agreements in 
the Middle East. The first brick can 
be the Gaza Strip, which can be 
given autonomy without delay, for 
the period defined In the Camp 
David accords. At the end ot that 
period, we can examine, along with 
the Gaza residents, ways to link the 
Gaza Strip to the Jordanian- 
Palestinlan framework. 

The second brick can be an 
Israeli invitation to the Jordanian 
government to conduct negotiations 
for a solution to the Palestinian- 
problem on the basis of UN Security 
Council Resolution 348, which was 
formally adopted by Egypt, Jordan 
and Israel. 

We may not be able to reach a full 
and permanent agreement on 


Judea, Samaria and Gua la ^one 
leap. In that case we would have to 

seek interim agreemeota. such as 

those reached with Egypt, before 
arriving at & permanent peace. 

The difficulty of the single 1 
peace is described convincingly 
enough in one of the formulas the 
Egyptian delegation brought to 
Camp David: “-.-In determhrf . g 
the future boundaries of the west 
Bank, the two main considerations 
will be the aspirations of the 
Palestinians and the security call or 
Israel." 

AND IN FACT, we must not only ' 
face the problems of Egyptian ex- 
pectations, but also those of Israel s 
security. Israel believes it was un- 
justly attacked twice by the Jorda- 
nian army — in 1948 and in 1967 — 
and is convinced it must not be 
vulnerable to more errors of the 
same sort. There is a contradiction - 
. formulated In the Egyptian state- 
ment, but I believe it can be bridged 
in serious negotiations. 

It is not inconceivable that such 
negotiations may lead to solutions 
no one can Imagine today. 

A third brick in the political 
structure can be the establishment 
of a suitable Israeli policy in the 
territories. As the development of 
local leadership is encouraged 
through free elections, even on the 
municipal level, the military 
government will withdraw from the 
territories, clearing the way for an 
independent authority, as describ- 
ed In the Camp David accords. 

The fourth brick in the structure 
must be a solution of the problem of 
refugees In Lebanon. That would 
relieve Lebanon’s agony and permit 
those refugees who wish to return to 
the Palestinian-Jordanlan 
framework to build their perma- 
nent home. 

In my opinion,' this brick can be 
made, again, only in the context of 
a Jordanian-Palestinlan solution. If 
there are two states, the larger of 
them, Jordan, will not necessarily 
want to absorb the refugees and the 
smaller of them is likely to want to 
absorb them but not have the room. 
Israel, like the rest of the nations in 
the region, can extend various 
kinds of help to' carry out this 
programme. 

The fifth brick in the solution 
would be Jerusalem. In this area 
there is some agreement and there 
are some differences between 
Israel and Egypt. Egypt agrees
